FOR OOir III WAR

Officer of Each Unit of Virginia
Volunteers Will Be

Appointed.

EXPERIENCED MEN WANTED

Use List of Available Persons to
Secure War Footing With¬

out Delay.
Complying; with the recent order of

the War Department, Adjutant-Gen-
eral W. W. Sale yesterday Issued in¬
structions looking to securing lists ot
men who will agree to serve in the
Virginia volunteers in the event of
war. Men with prevloua military ex¬

perience are preferred, the Idea being
to gat those who have 'been in the
militia. A reaerve built on this basis
Is one of the Ideals aimed at by the
War Department, and forma part of
the reason for the expenditure of large
sums In instructing a citizen soldiery.
To put into effect the new plan,

each unit la to have an officer detailed
to secure the lists and keep them up I

to date. This officer la to be selected
by the commanding officer of each

company, battery, band, battalion head- I
quarters, regimental headquarters and
other divisions. He is to be known as ,
the "recruiting officer for war" for
that organisation. Should there be no
other officer on duty with his oom-

mand. the commander will himself act.
Maat be Heady Far Conflict. j

Specifically. It will be the duty of the
"recruiting officer for war" bo kg pre-
pared at all timea to quickly lncraaae
the strength of his organization to
the maximum ordered at any time by
the President of the United States-
Blank forms will be provided by the

adjutant-General. It is desired to se-
"tiie names of as many able

bodied citizens residing In the vicini-
ty. between the agea of eighteen and
thirty-five yeara. as posstbls, who.
would be willing to enlist in the re-!
spectlve organizations In the event of;
war, and who have had prevloua aer-

vice in either the regular army, the

organized militia, or who have attend¬
ed a weil-establlahed military school.
After the organizations are recruited

to a war footing, the efforts to secure

the list of available men are not to
bo relaxed, .but are to be continued
until all desirable citizens are en¬

rolled
"While It Is desirable," says the

order, "to secure the names of men

only who have had some previous mili¬
tary experience or training, yet if
especially desirable men not falling
within this class are available, or If
It Is impossible to fill up a list of
trained or partly trained men from the
residents of any particular locality,
then recourse must be had to un¬

trained men of special qualifications."
Keep Liste in Order.

As new men arc enrolled, or others
are disqualified by death. Illness, age
limit or removal, the lists are to bs
changed and kept up to date. Only
men are to he enrolled who are phy¬
sically fit.
The men secured on this 'basis must

not t>e enlisted, but merely placed on

a list of eliglbles for service in the
event of war. But It la understood
that each such person agreea to enlist
in time of war. "unless conditions have
so changed since he obligated himself
to this course, as to make his com-

pliance therewith entirely impracttca-
ble."
Without waiting for specific Instruc-

tlon, the moment any local organlza-
tlon is called Into the service of the
United States, the ."recruiting officer
for war" will begin at once to re¬

cruit it up to war strength. With a

SgltSSSS detail of enlisted men. he
will remain behind at his home station
and will continue recruiting, sending
the new men to the State mobiliza¬
tion camp In Richmond. The "recruit¬
ing officer for war" and his party, their
work presumably complete, must re-.

Join their organization before it leaves
the mobilization camp for the front.
But each regiment and separate

battalion will, 'before it leaves the

State, establish a permanent recruit¬
ing party to remain on duty through-
out the war. so as to keep all com-

mands full.
In addition to the parties already

specified, there will be a general re-,
cruiting party in the State moblliza-
tlon camp in Richmond. Its duty will
he to enlist all com- rs who can qualify
for service, so as to add to those or¬

ganizations which are weakest numerf-
cally.
